Fog delays U.K. 
attack on Stanley 

LONDON, June 4 (Agencies) — Bad 
weather on the Falkland Islands Friday 
appeared to be holding up British troops 
poised to attack the main Argentine garrison 
in Port Stanley. 

For their part, the Argentine forces gave 
no sign of responding to last-minute British 
attempts to coax them into surrender. 

Defense Ministry spokesman Ian 
McDonald said ihe weather was foggy, cold 
and wet and a British reporter with the 
troops said thick mist had reduced visibility to 
200 yards. . . 

Government sources said Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher had given British com- 
manders the go-ahead to attack- "the 
beleaguered capital whenever they were 
ready. 

“With British forces now poised above the 
capital, all it needs is for the weather to clear 
for the final advance to get under way” said 
the reporter with the troops, Jeremy Hands 
of Independent Television News (TTN). 

Britain tried Thursday to encourage a sur- 
render by dropping thousands of Spanisb- 
language leaflets on Port Stanley, the capital, 
calling on the troops to give themselves up. 
Mis. Thatcher held a 75-minute meeting with 
her war cabinet Friday before leaving for 
France to attend the Versailles economic 
summit.

Iran demands $I50b 
in war reparations 


BEIRUT, June 4 (Agencies) — President 
All Khamenei updated Iran’ s terms for peace 
with Iraq Friday, demanding S150 billion in 
reparations and the trial of Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein for starting the 20-montb- 
okl Gulf war. 

Hojatoleslam' Khamenei also called for a 
prompt withdrawal of Iraqi invading forces 
from Iranian territory they stiS hold In Iran’s 
western highlands following their almost 
total ouster from the southwestern Khuristan 
area. Khamenei laid down the conditions in 
a Friday . prayer meeting at Tehran Univer- 
sity, reported by Iran’s official IRNA news 
. agency and the state-run Tehran radio. 

He said Iraq’s cross-border shelling of 
Khonramshahr and Abadan, Iran's main 
cities on the eastern shore of the disputed 
’ Shatt Al-Arab Waterway, should also be 
halted and all Iraqi refugees deported to Iran 
during the war should be repatriated. 

The figure Khamenei set for the repara- 
tions is the most striking aspect of the Iranian 
conditions. Iranian leaders spoke in terms of 
$50 billion before their forces recovered the 
port city of Kborramshahr and drove the Ira- 
qis back to their border May 24. The updated 
figm* followed Iraq's dispatch of Vice Presi- 
dent Tarek Aziz to Moscow for talks with 
Kremlin leaders on the threat of an Iranian 
invasion of Iraq, which is linked by a treaty of 
. friendship and cooperation with the Soviet 
Union, ■ according to Arab diplomatic 
sources. 

Tariq Aziz, -who arrived in Moscow Thurs- 
day nighL was-to meet with Soviet officials for 
what an unofficial Iraqi source said were 
technical and political talks. TheSoviet press 
made no mention of Aziz’s arrival or visit, 
though he^has traveled to the Soviet Union 
several times since the Iran-Iraq war began. 

The Iraqi source did not specify how long 
this latest vrisic would last, nor on what level 
discussions would be held. He said the Mid-

Skeletons found 
near Argentina 

LONDON, June 4 (AFP) — A large 
number of skeletons weighed down by con- 
crete blocks were found at sea off the Argen- 
tine coast by a British trawler early this year. 
The Guardian reported Friday. . 

The report from Washington said a 
member of the British . defense staff there 
reported the incident — which occurred sev- 
eral weeks before the Falklands crisis — to 
representatives of the Atlantic alliance. The 
British Embassy in Washington refused 
comment, the newspaper said, as did the 
Defense Ministry questioned here Friday. 

According to the Guardian report, dip- 
lomatic sources in. Washington said the staff 
member who reported the details was the 
embassy’s naval .attache. Rear Adm. JJ3. 
Hervey. 

Western diplomats said the officer told 
them the British vessel, ona routine trip, had 
trouble lifting its anchor and sent down a 
diver to investigate, the Guardian reported. 
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Hussein. 

The sources said Iraq might abrogate the 
15-year friendship treaty if Aziz returns once 
again with empty hands from Moscow. 

In Havana. Iraqi Foreign Minister Saa- 
doun Hammadi said Thursday Iraq was not 
interested in holding occupied land in ‘the 
Gulf war but rather in weakening Inin's, 
military machine. Hammadi. who is attend- 
ing the non aligned meeting, told a press con- 
fererice Iran bad lost 40,000 troops in its 
recent offensive. 

The foreign minister said Iraq’s prerequis- 
ites for peace were Respect for frontiers, no 
interference in internal affairs and peaceful 
coexistence of governments with different 
ideologies.

Versailles summit opens 

Leaders to view global woes 


VERSAILLES, June 4 (AP) — Leaders of 
the world’s industrialized democracies 
arrived at the historic palace of Versailles 
Friday for a summit-meeting aimed at reduc- 
ing tensions in a world troubled by economic 
woes. 

Francois Mitterrand, the Socialist presi- 
dent of France, greeted the heads of state at 
the red-carpeted marble entrance of the 16 th 
century castle that housed the kings of royal 
France. 

First to arrive was Belgian Prime Minister 
Wilfred Martens representing the European 
Economic Community. He was being fol- 
lowed by Italian Prime Minister Giovanni 
Spadolini, Japanese Prime Minister Zenko 
Suzuki. Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau, German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, British Prime Minister Margarat 
Thatcher and U.S. President Ronald Reagan. 

They arrived from Paris and surrounding 
airports by helicopters, landed on the mani- 
cured lawn outside the palace and were taken 
by limousine to the nearby Grand Trianon 
Palace, where they will stay. A cavalry guard 
with drawn swords and republican guards 
with shining gold helmets and swords hon- 
ored them. Mitterrand was to host a state 
dinner Friday night. The leaders gathered to 
discuss economic problems as great as any 
since they began .their summits in 1975. They 
were searching for an end to high inflation, 
low economic growth, record unemployment 
in many of the countries and, most of all. ways 
of solving the problems in each country with- 
out making things worse for their neighbors. 

' The leaders also were determined to dis- 
cuss global security and current world crises 
points like the Falkland Islands, at least in 
informal meetings. After a 90-minute meet- 
ing with Reagan at the U.S. Embassy in Paris, 
Mrs. Thatcher told reporters the United 
States was 41 still very much “ on her side in 
the crisis. But she would not respond directly 
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to questions about possible U.S. pressure to 
ease up on military action. 

Reagan also met separately with Suzuki, 
and the Japanese leader was scheduled to 
meet Schmidt, as the traditional round-robin 
of bilateral meetings began. In comments 
before the summit it became clear that 
although the participants agreed on the mag- 
nitude of the economic problems facing 
them, they often had widely .different solu- 
tions to offer. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald T. Regan 
told a news conference the United States 
wanted a tightening of credits to the Soviet 
Union, which he termed an “adversary." 
European countries are against credit restric- 
tions imposed for political reasons. 

European participants at the summit want 
a pledge from the Americans to bring down 
high interest rates that stifle investment in 
business and weaken European currencies. 
The U.S. treasury chief said he knew of 
nothing the summit leaders could say to 
change U.S. interest rate policies. 

Suzuki came to the summit armed with a 
recent Japanese decision to lower or elimi- 
nate tariffs on 215 separate trade items. The 
measures responded to longstanding Euro- 
pean and U.S. assertions that Japanese mar- 
kets are too hard to penetrate, but the Euro- 
peans said they didn't go far enough and 
Reagan said he hadn't made up his mind. 

Communist splinter groups, meanwhile, 
announced plans for a demonstration against 
Reagan on Saturday to denounce American 
“nuclear warmongering." Trotskyite leader 
Arlene Laguillier said the demonstration 
also would serve as a protest against the 
summit, which she described as “a meeting of 
the rich who are reducing the world to starva- 
tion." 

Many of the thousands of police rein- 
forcements brought to the Paris area for the 
summit were assigned to monitor the demon- 
stration. As part of the elaborate security 
precautions for the summit meeting itself, 
police were deployed on the shoulders and 
overpasses along miles of superhighways 
linking Versailles and Paris 15 miles (24 
kilometers) away. 

Mitterrand, Schmidt and Trudeau will 
press for new efforts to reopen a dialogue 
with the Third World on aid and trade issues. 
But Western officials said there was little 
hope of an early breakthrough. Western rela- 
tions with developing countries have been 
stalled since Reagan began advocating self- 
help rather than large injections of Western 
aid. 

While the summit will be mainly concerned 
with economics, the government leaders will 
spend about 10 hours over lunches and din- 
ners aligning policy on the world's trouble 
spots. 

They will discuss prospects for new West- 
ern peace moves in the Middle East, hopes 
for East- West relations now that Reagan had

BEIRUT. June 4 (Agencies) — Diving 
waves of .Israeli jets devastated Palestinian 
refugee camps in fiery bombing and rocket- 
ing raids on Beirut in retaliation for an 
attempted assassination of Israel's ambas- 
sador in London. The Palestine Liberation 
Organization which has denied any involve- 
ment in the attack said scores have been kil- 
led and many more wounded in casualty 
counts and they expected the toll to be much 
higher. 

Reacting to the Israeli attacks, the PLO 
slammed rockets into northern Israel. Resi- 
dents of northern Israel reported rockets 
struck the Galilee Panhandle about 5 30 p.tn. 
(1530GMT), little more than two hours after 
the Israeli jets struck Beirut. Israeli censor- 
ship prohibits identifying where the rockets 
hit. 

The mflitaiy command said the Israeli jets 
hit a Palestinian training camp and an 
ammunition dump in the grandstand of a soc- 
cer stadium taken over by Palestinians. 

44 As a result of the attack on the ambas- 
sador, the Israeli government instructed the 
defense forces to attack Palestinian refugee 
camps and positions in Beirut," the 
announcement said. 

Two positions in southern Beirut here 
listed: a combat training school where Fateh 
recruits are trained and a soccer stadium. The 
air raids began as Israel waited for word of 
Ambassador Shlomo Argov. 52. who was 
shot through the bead by a gunman on a 
London street Thursday night He was 
reported in a critical condition. 

A medical bulletin Friday afternoon said 
that Argons condition had not deteriorated 
since an operation but that be was “still criti- 
cally 31 and'at this stage we cannot predict 
what the outcome may be'*. After the opera- 
tion, the ambassador was placed under artifi- 
cial ventilation “to counteract brain swel- 
ling" and the precaution was likely to con- 
tinue for at least several days, the communi- 
que said. 

It specified that by the end of the opera- 
tion. both pupils were equal and reacting to 
light “which leads us to believe that the 
evacuation of the blood and the removal of 
irreparably damaged brain had succeeded in 
relieving the abnormally raised pressure.” 

It said Argov's pulse and blood pressure 
have remained steady without any medical 
intervention. He is to undergo another brain 
scan Saturday. 

Police shot and wounded the gunman and 
captured three suspected accomplices after 
the attack Thursday night outside the fash- 
ionable Dorchester Hotel. 

Israel alleged that Arabs were responsible 
for the assassination attempt but the PLO in 
London denied responsibility, saying tbe 


attack "served Israeli and not Palestinian 
interests." "The Israeli ambassador is a vic- 
tim of a determined campaign to discredit the 
Palestinians.” Nabil Ramlawi, the PLO*s 
London representative said. 

A single shot was fired at Argov as he 
walked to his car from the hotel at 1 1 :07 p.m. 
(2207 GMT). Scotland Yard said. British 
publisher Robert Maxwell, a witness, 
described the attacker as of Arab appear- 
ance. A Yard spokesman said a second shot

Arab diplomat 
killed in Delhi 

NEW DELHI, June 4 (Kj — A Kuwaiti 
diplomat was shot dead outside his Delhi 
home Friday morning and Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi personally ordered 
vigorous efforts to find his killers. 

Police swept the capital, searching for two 
men who gunned down first secretary Mus- 
tafa AI-Marzook as he was leaving his house 
and then fled in a waiting taxi. Police had said 
originally there was only one gunman. An 
Indian government spokesman said the 
motive for the killing was not yet known, but 
police sources said it appeared to involve per- 
sonal enmity. 

In a message to the ruler of Kuwait, Sheikh 
Jaber AI-Ahmad Al-Sabah, Mrs. Gandhi 
said India was grieved by the diplomat's mur- 
der. “1 have instructed the authorities to pur- 
sue investigations with the utmost vigor," she 
said. Mrs. Gandhi said she had also ordered 
that all measures be taken to protect other 
diplomats and diplomatic missions in tbe 
Indian capital. 

Police said Marzook, who was in his mid- . 
40s and was one of tbe longest-serving dip- 
lomats in India, was hit by three bullets in his 
abdomen and one in tbe chest. 

He was rushed to hospital but was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. Police said they had 
found the ■ taxi driver who drove the two 
assailants from the scene after the shooting 
and dropped them at a nearby marketplace. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) said the two 
men were said to be foreigners, but there was 
no official confirmation. An Indian govern- 
ment spokesman said he knew of no connec- 
tion between the killing and an assassination 
attempt on the Israeli ambassador in Britain 
Thursday and added: “Diplomacy has 
become a very risky profession." 

In Kuwait, a Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said his government bad asked India to take 
urgent action to arrest the gunmen. The 
Kuwait News Agency quoted him as saying 
steps were being taken to have the body of 
the diplomat brought back.

The sources said the meeting included a 
review of the latest United Nations efforts to 
secure a ceasefire. These, however, were 
thought to have scant chance of success, they 
said. Reporter Hands said bad weather had 
delayed the transport of supplies to frontline 
troops. Te troops have been established for 
three days on strategic heights around the 
capital, including the 1 .500-foot (500-meter) 
Mount Kent, awaiting the order to attack. 

Hands said British commanders were res- 
igned to a bloody battle after the Argentine 
' commander in Port Stanley, General.Mario 
Menendez. issued a statement calling on the 
. garrison to fight to the last man. 

Mrs. Thatcher met President Reagan in 
Paris Friday, and U.S. officials said the presi- 
dent was expected to urge her to hold back 
and give Argentina a final chance to with- 
draw. 

They said the U.S. view was that Britain 


should try to show magnanimity in any even- 
tual victory or risk a deep rift with Latin 
America. Mrs. Thatcher, whose popularity in 
Britain is soaring according to opinion polls, 
has said magnanimity would amount to 
treacheiy. 

In Buenos Aires, President LeopoJdo Gal- 
tieri summoned Argentina's generals for a

Scotland Yard said officers seized a Polish- 
made 9mm rapid-fire pistol, two Italian- 
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made Biretta handguns, a large store of 
ammunition and hand grenades. 

In Tel Aviv. Israeli Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir condemned the shooting of the 
ambassador. “We are convinced the British 
authorities will conduct a thorough inquiry 
and will take all steps needed so that those 
involved in this attack will be duly punished 
in order to prevent such attacks in the 
future.” he said.

Under 
the contract, the Swedish company will sup- 
ply one million tons of excellent quality iron 
ore pellets during a period of five years. The 
quantities to be ensured under this contract, 
added to it the supplies of iron ore from other 
sources as well as the local produce, form the 
basic sources of raw iron for Hadeed. The * 
first shipment under tbe contract is expected ' 
to reach here sometime in August and will be 
tested and analyzed upon arrival. 

. Earlier in June of last year, .Hadeed had 
signed a $50 million agreement with Com- ' 
panhia Vale do Rio Doce of Brazil for the 
supply of iron ore pellets for its plant.

JEDDAH, June 4 — The Kingdom's trade 
with the Arabian Gulf states recorded a sharp 
rise last year. Tbe growth is significant in the 
light of the Gulf Cooperation Council's 
efforts to promote trade among its member 
states. 

The latest issue of Saudi Business quoted 
Saleh Al-Shibani, director of tbe foreign 
trade department at the Commerce Ministry, 
as saying that the Kingdom's exports to 
Kuwait reached SR684 million last year, as 
against SRI 21 million in 1979. Exports to 
Bahrain stood at SR9.1 billion Iasi year, 
wtiile the figure reached only SR7.1 billion in 
1980 and SR4.5 billion the year before. 
Exports to Oman remained at SR66 million 
last year, recovering from SR51 million in 
1 980. which was down from SR67 million the 
year before. 

A similar pattern of growth was seen in 
Saudi Arabia's trade with Qatar. Exports 
climbed from SR68 million in 1979 to SR82 
million last year, after sliding down to SR55 
million the year before. By contrast, imports 
demonstrated a relatively slower growth 
from SR235 million in 1979 to SR21 1 million 
in 1980 and SR25S million last year. 

According to Sbibani, most of tbe King- 


dom's exports are in fact re-exports. This is 
due to the fact that taxes in the Kingdom arc 
lower than anywhere else in the Gulf region. 

He said the Kingdom's exports lo Kuwait 

include watermelon, gypsum, gasoline, prop- 
ane, urea, electric generators, cars, cranes, 
salt and tires. Imports from Kuwait include 
wall paint, steel furniture, stationery, gar- 
ments for women and children, pipes, kitchen 
and utensils. 

Saudi Arabia's exports to the United Arab 
Emirates mainly consist of candy, beverages, 
diesel oil, pipes, cranes, trucks and cars! 

Imports cover fish, grains, mineral water, 
lubricating oil. lotions, cement, chemicals, 
wooden doors and windows and jeweirv. As 
for Bahrain, the Kingdom’s exports ro this 
island country include bananas, oil proJucis, 
dates, oranges, watermelon, cars, pipes and 
automobile spare parts. Cement, pipes, toilet 
paper, jewelry and aluminium windows arc 
among the imports.

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Genscher supports 
Palestinian cause 


TEL AVIV, June 4 (AP) — Ignoring an 
Israeli appeal against ••interfering” with the 
Mideast peace process. West German Fore- 
ign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher said 
Thursday the Palestinians should be granted 
self-determination in a Mideast peace set- 
tlement. 

But Genscher told a news conference after 
a hectic day of talks that "self-determination 
has to be decided and agreed upon by all 
concerned." and that self-determination 
“must not impede the legitimate rights of 
others.” Prime Minister Menahem Begin, in 
an earlier meeting, told the visiting German 
leader that European calls for self- 
determination "are not helpful and only 
interfere with the current peace process,” 
Begin’ s spokesman Uri Porat said. 

Porat quoted Begin as urging Genscher to 
"be careful” about issuing statements and 
declarations that could impede peace. Israel 
maintains that self-determination is a code 
phrase for Palestinian independence, and 
claims that any Palestinian state would 
threaten Israers very existence. 

Genscher stressed that while Europe has a 
set of principles toward a Mideast sett ele- 
ment, it was up to Israel and the Arabs to 


work out their own agreements without 
European help. He was alluding to Israeli 
fears voiced sifter the European Economic 
Community proposed its Venice Declaration 
on the Mideast in 1980 that the EEC might 
try to impose a peace settlement on Israel. 

The Israelis are trying to persuade Europe 
to abandon the Venice document which calls 
for self-determination and a role for the 
Palestine Liberation Organization in the 
peace talks. Instead. Israel is seeking 
Europe’sendorsemeotof the U.S.-sponsored 
Camp David accords. But Genscher 
refrained from an outright endorsement of 
the Camp David accords. 

Shamir criticized EEC support for the 
principle of Palestinian self-determination. 
During a three-hour meeting Thursday 
morning. Shamir asked West Germany to 
provide diplomatic and economic aid for 
Israel and Egypt in support of the Camp 
David agreements, an Israeli spokesman 
said. 

Shamir said he wanted European support 
*‘to show public opinion in Egypt and Israel, 
by concrete economic measures and not sol- 
ely with words^ that it is worth the effort to 
achieve peace between these two countries.” 


Israelis doubt right of occupation 


TEL AVIV. June 4 (AP) — For 15 years, 
many Israelis were made to believe their 
country’s occupation of Arab land was of the 
most liberal and humane in history. But the 
new wave of violence in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip has cracked that belief. 

At least IS Arabs and two Israeli soldiers 
have been killed this year and hundreds have 
been wounded in clashes sparked by Israeli 
attempts to stamp out Palestinian national- 
ism in the occupied territories. With every 
Israeli attempt to suppress the Palestinian 
nationalism, their patriotic fervor is getting 
louder and harder for the government to 
ignore. 

A young soldier made a lot of Israelis 
uncomfortable as they watched their TV sets 
the other night. The camera, filming a talk 
between a commander and his troops after 
riot duty in the West Bank, seemed to hit 
main nerve of the dilemma as it focused on 


the bearded young man. 

“ I obey my orders, but I do so in such a way 
as to cause a minimum of harm, because this 
whole way of violence which is going on here 
gives me a bad feeling. It makes me wonder 
what we're doing here,” he said. He fingered 
his rifle barrel and grouped for the right 
words to put his disquieting thoughts: "We're 
holding this piece of territory and there are a 
lot of people here. You go on patrol and 
you're ■ scared of getting a rock or a grenade 
thrown at you. I don't know who's entitled to 
this territory. There's a lot of argument about 
it. But there's still a lot more ’. of them 
(Arabs) than us out...” 

The commander replied that military regu- 
lations barred him from discussing politics. 
But he agreed that “if s not a nice feeling for 
any man in uniform to have to fight young- 
sters.” 


8 Yugoslavs kidnapped from Iraq 


BELGRADE. June4 (R) — Eight Yugos- 
lavs working in Iraq have been kidnapped by 
armed men, the foreign ministry said Thurs- 
day. 

They were taken by force from their camp 
in northern Iraq last Thursday, where they 
were installing equipment for a cement fac- 
tory near the town of Sulaymaniyah. the 
statement said. Sulaymaniah is in the Kurdish 
area near the Iranian border. 

The statement did not identify the kidnap- 
pers. but it said there had been similar inci- 
dents involving Y ugoslav workers, as well as 
Britons, West Germans, Poles and other 
nationalities. Diplomats said this suggested 
the kidnappers were probably from Kurdish 


tribes in the area, who have long had strained 
relations with the Iraqi government 

"All necessary measures were undertaken 
to free the kidnapped Yugoslavs,” as well as 
to tighten security at sites in Iraq where 
Yugoslavs were working, the statement 
added. More than 10,000 Yugoslavs work on 
various projects in Iraq, worth $4.5 billion in 
all, including dams, irrigation systems, power 
transmission lines, houses and flats, factories 
and some military installations. 

Last year, Yugoslav firms completed con- 
struction works in Iraq worth more than $500 
million while trade between the two countries 
reached SI billion.

Habib's Middle East tour follows one by 
deputy U.S. Secretary of State Morris 
Draper. Habib was last in the area in 
November when he visited Saudi Arabia. 
Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, and Israel, The aim 
of that trip was to consolidate last July's 
ceasefire between Israel and the Palestinians 
in South Lebanon. 

Kuwait awaits

KUWAIT. June 4 (Agencies) — Kuwait 
hoped Friday to surmount the snags that 
stand in the way of talks between South 
Yemen and Oman. The talks which were to 
start Friday have been called off as South 
Yemen backed out Thursday. 

Kuwait's Foreign Minister Sheikh Al- 
Ahmad Al-Sabah. who was trying to mediate 
in the dispute, described South Yemen's posi- 
tion as surprising and said he was awaiting an 
explanation. He hoped the difficulties would 
be overcome “as all parties are anxious to 
maintain security and tranquility in this reg- 
ion.”

ISTANBUL. June 4 (R)' Some 2.000 
inmates at Istanbul's Metris military prison 
have been on hungerstrike for more than two 
weeks in protest at bad conditions and mal- 
treatment, informed -sources said Thursday. 

The protesters were complaining of not 
being able to see relatives or lawyers, and 
letters smuggled out of the prison contained 
allegations of beatings, the sources said. A 
□umber of concerned relatives of the hunger 
strikers were involved in violent clashes with 
security forces outside the prison recently, 
they said. They added that relatives of the 
protesters bad presented a petition to the 
office of the head of state, Gen. Kenan 
Evren. in Ankara earlier this week. There 
were no more details and so far there has 
been no official word of the protests- . 

Since the military coup in September 1980. 
the government has admitted that 1 5 persons 
have been tortured to death in Turkish jails 
and has started investigations into some 300 
other cases of alleged torture. 


But it said in a major security review pub- 
lished last mouth said that torture was being 
stopped and would not be tolerated and that 
force would not be used in prisons. Metris is 
one of the biggest jails in Turkey and contains 
many political prisoners arrested for their 
activities before the coup, when up to 25 

persons were dying daily in political violence. 

Meanwhile in Ankara, Turkish military 
authorities Friday adjourned until June 18, 
the trial of former Social Democratic Premier 
Bulent Ecevjt who is accused of flouting a 
decree banning “controversial political 
Statements?' to the foreign press. Ecevit was 
in court Friday in connection with a state- 
ment in English he sent to the West German 
newspaper Der Spited. At a first heearing 
April 29 , Ecevit said his statement had been 
mistranslated into Turkish. Friday no-official 
translation had yet been received by' the 
courts. Ecevit was released Thursday after 
spending 54 days in prison after beingeleared 
of suspicion that he gave an interview to the 
Norwegian daily Artoeiderbladct, 


Egyptian detainees number 3,000 


CAIRO, June 4 (R) — Three thousand 
persons have been detained under Egypt's 
emergency regulations. Interior Minister 
Hassan Abu Basha. said in an interview pub- 
lished in ihe : semi-official daily At -Ahram 
Thursday. 

A one-year state of emergency was 
declared after President Anwar Sadat's 
assassination last October. Abu Basha told 
the newspaper that the detainees were all 
members of clandestine terrorist organiza- 
tions. 

The minister said the figure did not include 
members of an extremist group called AI- 
Jihad (holy struggle). He did not say how 
many members of this group had been 


detained. 

Last month, Egypt’s Prosecutor-General 
Raga Al-Arabi asked for death sentences for 
299 accused Al-Jihad ringleaders on charges 
of attempting to seize power. 

They were accused of involvement in the 
killing of Sadat and 87 other persons includ- 
ing policemen in an attack on the security 
police headquarters in Asyut, upper Egypt, 
and p lanning widespread sabotage. Five 
members of Al-Jihad were executed in April 
after a military court convicted them of kil- 
ling Sadat.

He strongly denied an allegation by the 
Soviet ambassador in Islamabad recently that 
there are 82 camps in Pakistan where Afghan 
saboteurs were being trained for subversive

British cabinet split on Falklands options

LONDON — 

The British cabinet, anticipating the defeat of 
Argentine forces in the Falkland Islands, is already 
debating the long-term future of the South Atlantic 
colony, according to political sources. They said 
public reaction to the loss of British lives in the 
present conflict, external pressure for a once-and- 
f or- all settlement of the Anglo-Argentine dispute 
and Britain's defense commitment were amongfac- 
tors likely to influence the outcome of the debate. 

The sources said British ministers appeared 
divided over two broad options — either to develop 
the sparsely-populated archipelago and endvits;- 
dependence on the Argentine mainland or elsetiv 
seek a settlement that would make some gesture 
toward Argentina’s claims. 

Mrs. Thatcher, in a broadcast interview Wednes- 
day. said she saw no sovereignty for Argentina in 
the Falklands once Britain succeeded in evicting its 
troops from the islands. 


She also revealed she whs askmg for an updated 
.report on the possibilities for developing the 
islands, which currently depend almost exclusively 
on exports of wooL Mrs. Thatcher said she had 
asked Labor Peer Lord Shackle ton to review a 
study on the islands he undertook in 1976 in which 
he concluded there was great potential for the 
exploitation of fish protein, oil and gas reserves 
around the islands. 

Successive British governments have declined to 
act on the findings of the Shackleton report pending 
a settlement of foe sovereignty dispute with Argen- 
tina.

West German politicians quarrel over NATO nuclear strategy

BONN- 

Whfle a NATO summit looms on the Bonn hori- 
zon, West German politicians are trading shots in a 
new debate that goes to the heart of Western nuc- 
lear doctrine. The question fascinating government 
and opposition arms experts is whether NATO 
ought not to rethink its established reliance on a 
“flexible response” to any offensive by foe Soviet- 
led Warsaw Pact. 

Reduced to basics, the aim is to keep Moscow 
guessing as to just how NATO might react NATO 
strategists say that means retaining a Western 
option of being the first to use nuclear weapons in 
order to nullify Warsaw Pact superiority in troops 
and tanks. 

But now, despite strong West German interest in 
presenting a united NATO front at the June 10 
meeting, politicians on both sides of Bonn's politi- 
cal divide are suggesting the whole idea of flexible 
response may be out of date. The debate dovetails 
into the controversy here over plans to deploy new 
U.S. medium-range nuclear missiles in Europe. 

But this time foe West Germans took their cue 
from a group of prominent former U.S. officials 
who ureed Western countries in Aorfl to renounce 
the first use of nuclear weapons and focus on 


stronger conventional forces. 

The initiative received extra publicity when one 
of the group, veteran diplomat George F. Kennan, 
won foe West German Book Trade’s.1982 peace 
prize for his stand against“foe irrationality of the 
arms race." 

Known in NATO jargon by the sinister-sounding 
acronym "NOFUN”, foe idea builds on Soviet 
proposals last year for an international pact baiting 
the first use of nuclear weapons. Whatever NATO 
officials may say about an open invitation to Soviet 
aggression, a growing list of West German politi- 
cians seem drawn to the “NOFUN” philosophy. 

Outright support came from a panel of security 
experts setup by the Free Democratic Party (FDP), 
junior partners in Bonn's left-liberal coalition. The 
group, headed by FDP defense spokesman Juerg^n 
Moefiemann, also urged unilateral cuts in the West- 
ern armory of tactical nuclear weapons and foe 
creation of a European nuclear-free zone. 

A similar line was taken by front-rank politicians 
in Chancellor Helmut Schmidf s Social Democratic 
Party (SPD). Horst Ehmke, deputy SPD floor 
leader, has linked his name to an appeal by U.S. 
Democratic Senator Sam Nunn for NATO to curb, 
its reliance on the early use of nuclear arms. 

The leading SPD disarmament expert, Egon 


Bahr. contributed a call for the withdrawal ot nuc- 
lear weapons from all European countries which 
did not possess such arms of their own. Apparently 
in tune with his American colleagues, Bahr said this 
would presuppose parity in conventional forces. 
■Even the Christian Democratic opposition (GDU), 
which has often accused the government of under- 
mining NATO unity, has been caught up in the 
discussion. 

Manfred Woerner, Ehmke’ s CDU opposite 
number, told newsmen that NATO could cot its, 
. European nuclear armory by two-thirds if better' 
■use were made of the latest conventional arms tech- 
nology. At present the Warsaw Pact’s conventional 
superiority would force the West to launch a nuc- 
lear strike veiy early in a future conflict, he said. 

The front formed by advocates of a “new 
strategy" cuts clean across party lines and faces an 
equally unlikely alliance of old-style “flexible 
.response” supporters. Among them are SPD 
Defense Minister Hans Apel and right-wing 
Bavarian Premier Franz Josef Strauss, who, in a 
1 rare show of unity, have both argued that the cost of’ 
boosting Western conventional forces would be 
astronomical. 

Apel, whose views probably tally with Chancellor 1 
Schmidts, told an interviewer that “NOFUN” 


would force West Germany to accommodate two 
million troops on its soil instead of the present 
800,000. The claim was apparently based on West- 
ern estimates that 84 NATO divisions and 13.000 
battle tanks in Europe are pitted against 173 War- 
saw Pact divisions and 42,500 tanks. 

“We cannot get rid of foe nuclear element. What 
we must do is to brine it under control,'’ Apel said. 

How far the discussion could influence West 
■■German or NATO policy is hard to predict. But 
: NATO diplomats in Bonn are sure foe "NOFUN" 
issue will not easily die away, no matter whether the 
Bonn summit leaves “flexible response" 
untouched. "The public has never understood flex- 
ible response and foe intellectuals do not support 
it," one envoy commented. 

And, unlike opponents of NATO missile plans in 
Europe, “NOFUN” advocates can easily dismiss 
charges of anti-Americanism — by pointing to their 
mentors on the other side of the Atlantic. 



Where voters are wooed with animal gifts 


PORT MORESBY — 

Papua New Guinea’s 3.6 minion people hold one 
of the world’s most colorful, unorthodox and 
unpredictable general elections as voting starts on 
Saturday. Campaigning for the second general elec- 
tion since independence in 1975 has been domi- 
nated by personalities and by unashamed attempts 
to woo the electorate, many of them fierce tribal 
'warriors, by dispensing gifts, mainly animals. 

Candidates at electoral rallies have displayed 
lorig poles with banknotes stuck to them to demons- 
trate their wealth and importance. Some 1,100 can- 
didates are contesting 109 seats but the composi- 
tion of the new government is almost impossible to 
predict. 

An absolute majority for one party is considered 
extremely unlikely by observers here and the new 
government is likely to be decided by complex and 
prolonged horse trading after votes are counted. 

The voting itself takes three weeks as polling 
teams fen out from the misty Star Mountains bor- 
dering the Indonesian province of Irian Jaya in the 
west to the palm-fringed Nukumanu Islands 2,000 
kms to the east. 

The scattered electorate comprises a thousand 
tribes, including highland warriors who still fight 
pitched battles with stone-age weapons, speaking 
700 different languages. This explains the difficulty 
of gaining an absolute majority — no grouping has 
ever achieved this — as party affiliations are mainly 
based on regional allegiances. 

Vote counting is scheduled to last from June 26 to 
30. If one party gains a majority or even a large parr 
of the votes the new government could be known 
soon afterward. But if foe situation is more complex 
a month of behind the scenes negotiating could take 1 


place against a background of constantly shifting' 
alliances. 

The result of the election and the composition of 
the new government might not be known until par-' 
liament reconvenes, probably on Angust 2 and a, 
majority of members take their places behind one 
leader. 

The campaign has been dominated by the Deputy 1 
Prime Minister Iambakey Ok ok, leader of the, 
National Party, and Michael Somare, still regarded 
by many as the “father of the nation." Somare, 
leader of the Pango Party, was prime minister at foe . 
time of independence from Australia and won foe 
first general election in 1977. 

He was overthrown in a shock parliamentary vote 
of no-confidence m 1980 by Sir Julius Chan, a 
suave, part-Chinesc businessman who is now prime 
minister at the bead of a coalition. Sir Jnlius leads; 
the People's Progress Party but observers in Port. 
Moresby say Okuk and Somare are the front run-1 
tiers. 

Although few people would bet on foe result of 
such an uncertain poll, the most consistent predic- 
tion is that Somare's Pangu win head a new gov- 
ernment. There is resentment amongst some of foe 
electorate that Somare was removed by a no- 
confidence motion and that foe country bas been 
ruled since by an administration not elected by 
popular vote. In addition Pangu has run a skinful 
and well-organized campaign exploiting Somare's 
popularity. 

Somare is also likely to benefit electorally from, 
the fact that since be feD from power the country has 
suffered badly from a slump in prices for its major, 
exports of copper, gold, coffee, and cocoa com- 
bined with a heavy imported oil bin. Although he 


says he has refused to exploit this factor, the gov- 
ernment is bound to be blamed to some extent for 
the country’s economic problems. 

Somare has been predicting since January that he 
will win a 56-seat majority and although most pun- 
dits t hink this is unlikely many believe be could 
gain a sufficient’ vote to dominate post election bar- 
gaining. 

. But it is the flamboyant Okuk, a millionaire from 
.the eastern highlands, who has attracted most atten- 
tion during foe campaign. At his final election rally 
last weekend Okuk stood, bare-chested and bare 
bottomed, his head decorated with red, pink, white 
and black feathers in full tribal regalia, addressing 
10,000 clansmen and women. I During foe day he 
distributed 4,000 cartons of beverage worth 20,000 
kina ($27,000) to potential supporters. 

At an earlier rally he had distributed 250 sheep, 
18 cows and 120 cartons of beverage. 

Okuk has also been foe politician most out- 
spoken about what he sees as the danger of 
Indonesia’s “Javanization" — moving Javanese 
into the Melanesian populated area close to Irian 
Jaya’s border with western Papua New Guinea. 

The election campaign has been marred by what 
officials here say were four incursions into foe coun- 
try last month by Indonesian troops from Irian Jaya 1 
seeking hostages taken by guerrillas who oppose 
Indonesian .sovereignty over the province. 

The government here has protested to Jakarta 
and recalled its ambassador in the Indonesian capi- 
tal while Defense Minister Gerega Pepena said 1 
further incursions would be interpreted as a delib- 
erate disruption of Papua New Guinea’s democratic 
process. He warned that foe defense' force would 
take action against further incursions. (R)

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World environment remains bleak 

B irdSy plants threatened 
with extinction , says UNEP Mi 
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By Adlai J. Amor 

MANILA (Depthnews) — Despite initia- 
tives taken ten years ago, the overall state of 
the world environment has not improved. 
Instead, some aspects of the world environ- 
ment continue to deteriorate Easter. This is 
the conclusion of the United Nations Envi- 
ronment Program (UNEP) in its landmark 

report. The State of the World Environment, 
1972 - 1982. 

The report, released in late May, focuses 
on the environmental changes that occurred 
in the decade following the 1972 United 
Nations Conference on the Human Envi- 
ronment held in Stockholm, Sweden. 

The report says that air poDution has 
increased throughout the world. Smog is 
becoming more of a problem as die number 
of motor vehicles increases annuall y- The 
release of sulfur oxides — usually from steel 
and car manufacturing industries — has 
been increasing. This has given rise to the 
problem of acid rain which has killed marine 
life in many of the world’s rivers and lakes. 

Deforestation continues unabated, at the 
rate of 1 1 million hectares annually. An addi- 
tional 20 million hectares are also slowly 
becoming deserts, largely as a result .bf 
deforestation. Such widespread deforesta- 
tion has endangered 1,000 species of birds 
and mammals and 1 0 percent of all flowering 
plants are also threatened with extinction. 

Deforestation, along with an increase in 
fossil fuels (such as oil and coal), has 
increased the level of carbon dioxides in the 
atmosphere. Although its effects are not 
completely understood, this could lead to an 
increase of the world's temperature (the 
so-called “Greenhouse Effect”), change the 
rainfall patterns and the distribution of snow 
and ice. 

While forests are m grave danger, the 
UNEP says the open ocean — which covers 
three-fourths of the world's surface — is in no 
imminent danger. However, increased pollu- 
tion from sewage and chemical sources in 
estuaries and along the coasts has affected the 
fishing industry. 

Throughout the 1960s and the 1970s. 
world fishery yields increased, reaching 64 
million tons of fish in 1979. But some fish 
stocks like the Peruvian anchoveta and the 
North Atlantic herring were depleted. “By 


the end of the decade, however, there were 
hopes of recovery in several fish stocks as a 
result of tighter controls,’' the report said. It 
added that substantial increases in marine 
food production appeared possible, partly 
through the expansion of mariculture espe- 
cially in China and Southeast Asia. 

In some parts of the world, water quality 
and access, to potable water improved. How- 
ever, UNEP says that there has been a worl- 
dwide increase in the numbers of people 
without access to safe water of sanitary 
facilities. Only 29 percent of the world’s rural 
peoples have access to dean and safe water. 
In the expanding cities of the Third World, 
only 75 percent of the people have potable 
water. However, the 1970s decade saw a 
decrease in pollution of some major rivers 
and better flood forecasting methods. Irriga- 
tion practices were improved and govern- 
ments began implementing their own water 
development programs. 

The increase in the world’s population has 
also adversely affected die world environ- 
ment. Despite a decrease in the annual rate of 
population -growth everywhere, except 
Africa, some 700 million more people were 
added to the total. 

“The increase in the world population 
exerts considerable stress on the earth's 
limited resources,” says UNEP. Many 
environmental problems have their roots in 
population growth and this js particularly ■ 
true in regions where population growth is 
fast mid natural resources are scarce. 

The 1970s marked the mid-point in the 
gigantic transformation of cities and towns. 
About 41 percent of the world’s population 
now live in cities and tons. There are now 38 
cities, majority of which are 'in developing 
countries, with populations exceeding four 
million. In I960, there were only -38 such 
cities. 

Urban growth has been so fast that it has 
led to the deterioration of the environment 
Governments have not been able to cope 
with the necessary increase in services such as 
housing and water. Neither have govern- 
ments been able to sufficiently meet foe food 
needs of the world, although food production 
has increased considerably. However, UNEP 
says that there may yet be some hope in 
increasing food production through the use of 
biotechnology and genetic engineering. (

UNEP notes that there was “little 
improvement in the health of the vast popula- 
tions inhabiting rural and shanty towns in 
many developing countries, where pollution- 
in terms of microbial contamination is pre- 
dominant.” The prevalence of malaria, chol- 
era, meningitis and dengue haemorrhagic 
fever increased during the 1970s: However, 
the incidence of such diseases as snail fever 
and filariasis was reduced. Smallpox was 
finally eradicated in 1980. 

Mapy of these problems confronting the 
world’s environment could be solved, UNEP 
says, if governments did not have to spend 
billions of dollars to buy military hardware 
and in waging wars. By 1980. global militar y 
expenditure was 30 times as great as it has 
been at the turn of the centuiy — reachin g as 
much as $450 billion. And despite wide- 
spread condemnation of nuclear weapons 
some 469 nuclear devices were exploited in 

1 9 0es^%»ese bleak pictures, three general 
features of the past decade stand out. First, 


the technology or organizational means to 
avoid or solve many of the environmental 
problems in the past decade s now known. 
“What is now required is implementation.” 
says UNEP 

Second, people all over the world under- 
stand the environment better and they gener- 
ally recognize that the environmental and 
economic systems are inseparable. About 
100 countries now have national environ-; 
mental bodies; in the early 1970s, only ten 
countries had such offices. In addition to 
these government organs, some 15,000 pri- 
vate environmental groups have sprung up all 
over the world. 

The third feature of the last decade is the 
growing recognition that many of the great 
problems of the world environment have 
political roots. “Stable administrations, sup- 
ported by popular consensus, are needed if 
long-term environmental developments are 
to proceed and resources are not to be dissi- 
pated in strife and preparations for war ” says 
UNEP.

Unchecked rural poverty 
worsens ecological crisis

HONG KONG. (Depthnews) — Most 
people in developing countries live in rural 
areas, and development efforts so far have 
failed to reach them. The rural poor remain 
poor, and poverty often breeds environmen- 
tal deterioration. 

Says the United Nations Environment 
Program (UNEP): “Many of the world's 
most severe environmental problems are in 
part a direct consequence of extreme pov- 
erty, and it is neither likely nor realistic to 
expect that impoverished people living at the 
margin of existence will consider the long- 
term sustainability of the planet at the cost of 
their own survival.” 

The rural poor must cultivate even margi- 
nal land, leading to soil erosion. They have to 
replant fields each year, rather than ler the 
land lie fallow between years. Livestock must 
be grazed on land becoming barren from 
over-use. Soil erosion and water problems 
come when shrubs and trees are cut for fuel, 
while dung burned for fuel would be better 
used as fertilizer. 

Ideas about the environment have radi- 
cally changed in the past 10 years. Environ- 
mental problems can no longer be taken 
piecemeal. Experience has shown that iso- 
lated environmental programs tend to benefit 
the more educated aad powerful; their 
adverse side effects fall on those who have no 
power base and those unable to effect the 
decisions which alter their lives. 

For the first time, the United Nations sys- 
tem as a whole has made concrete environ- 
mental plans for the future. UNEP's program 
for 1984-89 was presented last May at its 
tenth session and will be finalized during the 
eleventh session in 1983. It will eventually 
become part of the UN medium-term plan. 

The plans for the next decade deal mostly 
with problems already known. The approach 
will be different, however. Problems are 
increasing and becoming larger, and relation- 
ships between different sets of problems are 
now better known. Environmental problems, 
for example, must be broadened. Redistribu- 
tion and transfer of resources must be 
included, along with their more rational use. 
Appropriate technologies and population 
movements must also be considered as 
important issues. 

In the next decade, there must be an accel- 
erated work to put appropriate and 
environ men tally-sound technologies into 
practice. There is also a need to develop 


technologies which produce no, or very little, 
waste. On the other hand, new development 
styles will require the active participation of 
the people whose lives will be affected. 

By 1990, world population is expected to 
reach S3 billion. The proportion of living, in 
developing countries will rise from 72 per- 
cent in 1975 to 75 percent in 1990. To cope 
with the changes in the environment, new 
attitudes will have to emerge. 

“Major structural changes may be 
required, including resource transfers bet- 
ween nations to promote a more equal shar- 
ing, development of alternative lifestyles, and 
fundamental shifts in international economic 
relations,” says UNEP. A major goal in the 
next decade is to develop under-used natural 
resources. Many countries, for instance, are 
rich in hydropower but are not using it 
because of lack of money, lack of technology, 
or both. 

Food production is one of the critical 
resources. Production must be doubled by 
the year 2000. although the World Bank 
reports that the number of malnourished 
people is likely to increase from 400-600 mil- 
lion in the mid-'70s to about 1 3 billion by the 
year 2000. 

Most good land is already being used. The 
number of land currently supporting people 

— 2.6 people per hectare — must be 
increased. Most strategies rely on the use of 
energy-intensive fertilizers, pesticides, herbi- 
cides and irrigation. Studies are needed 
urgently on the effects of rising oil prices on 
agricultural production. Land already in use 
is likely to suffer increasingly from loss of soil, 
deterioration of soil structure, loss of organic 
matter and build-up of toxic chemicals and 
salts. 

By 1990, the total area of irrigated land is 
expected to increase to 273 million hectares 

— a severe stress on water resources. Shared 
water resources, such as the 148 river basins 
shared by two or more countries, may 
become a source of conflicL and guidelines 
for international use of these resources are 
essential. 

Increased use of nitrate fertilizers could 
lead to higher levels of nitrous oxides in the 
atmosphere. This might damage the ozone 
layer, affecting human health. UNEP says 
difficult choices may have to be made bet- 
ween increased food production and damage 
to the ozone layer. 

Several problems are likely to arise from 
increased energy use in th e next decade.

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Welding robots becoming accepted, 
numbers could double each year

HOUSTON ■ — There's a weiuer on a 
crossmember assembly line in an automobile 
plant in Dearborn, Mich., that is quite an 
unusual employee. He never complains 
about the long hours, tedious assignments, 
arc glare or noxious fumes and is three to four 
times more productive than his co-workers. 
His counterparts have found their way to 
Houston seeking arc welding positions as 
well. 

Uniquely, all of these welders goes by the 
same name — A30A, and each of them is a 
robot. A S360 million (SRI .2 billion) a year 
welding and welding products Firm with 
world headquarters in Gothenburg. Sweden. 
E$AB introduced arc welding in the mid- 
1970s and was the First company to offer the 
industrial world a complete robot welding 
station, which includes the robot, welding 
equipment and handling unit. 

ASEA. a large Swedish industrial com- 
pany. developed the welding robot and owns 
50 percent controlling interest in ESAB. 

Since 1975. ESAB has sold more than 50 
robot welding systems in the United States 
and more than 400 worldwide, in fact, esti- 
mates show every second robot welding sys- 
tem in the world is an A50A. 


ARE TRIGLYCERIDES 
IMPORTANT IN 
CORONARY DISEASE? 


Fred Weissbach. regional sales manager 
for the firm's Robotic Welding Division in 
Houston, said that he has predicted sales for 
ESAB will double evety year for the next 
four or Five years. 

As robots are incorporated more and more 
into the workforce, some traditionalists 
believe that this influx of robots will send 
many humans to the unemployment line. 
Weissbach. though, insists this is not true. 

The idea, he comments, is to replace a lone 
welder with a team — consisting of a human 
operator and a robot. “A robot works about 
two-and-a-half to three times faster than a 
human and displaces three or four people 
who are usually then assigned to other sup- 
port areas. The robot is actually doing the 
jobs that no one wants." Weissbach said. 

The A30A usesacontinuous-feedwire rod 
and is protected from oxygen that can make 
the workpiece ‘’bubble", by an inert gas. In 
the welding trade, this is known as the MIG 
terhinque. 

ESAB's high capacity robot production is 
based on the robot's rapid and precise 
movements. A30A’s parts are analagous to a 
human's shoulder, elbow and wrist to permit 
the necessary movements. 

Attached to the robot is the handling unit 
— an integral part of the welding system. 
While the robot welds on one end. the 


operator is behind the unit’s protective 
screen clamping the next workpiece to the 
fixture on his side, allowing a safer working 
environment. 

The entire welding program is stored on a 
tape cassette, which permits fast changeover 
from one welding job to the next Program 
loss due to power failure is also eliminated. 

The brain of the installation — the control 
cabinet — houses the removable program- 
ming unit. 

Total cost of the robot system is about 
$] 50,000 but. comments Weissbach, consid- 
ering the robot’s procuctivity. quality welds 
and tireless effort, the cost per unit welded by 
one robot plus one operator, is lower. Com- 
bining productivity and efficiency. Weissbach 
adds, the total investment pays for itself 
within a few years. 

Gaims that Japan actually initiated the use 
of robots were dispelled by Weissbach. who 
said their use actually began in the United 
States in the early 1960s. "The oldest man- 
ufacturer of robots is located in Danbury. 
Conn." 

“The Japanese are good at copying designs 
and they now even have some units similar to 
the A30A. But we have some patents on this 
that will keep them from copying our design 
exactly.” Weissbach commented.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Sometimes I wonder if the doctor should tell 
the patient the exact findings of laboratory examinations. Since our 
doctor informed my husband (about six months ago) that he had a 
high triglyceride level in his blood, he has become introspective and 
scared. 

His father and an uncle died of coronary heart disease; my husband 
is doing every thing possible to prevent it. He keeps his weight down, 
he exercises, he quit smoking, he tries not to overwork. 

As a result, at the age of 43. he seems to be a perfect physical 
specimen. The doctor said that his ECG’s, Wood pressure and all his 
laboratory tests were negative. Except one. His triglyceride level. His 
cholesterol was within normal limits. 

After learning about his triglycerides — which are supposed to be 
tied in with heart attacks — my husband insists on going in fora blood 
checkup every two weeks. Our doctor says it's silly, but he insists. 

My question is this: Docs a high triglyceride finding in an appar- 
ently normal man increase the risk of heart attack? What can I do to 
make him worry less? He admits that he's always thinking about his 
triglycerides. — Mrs. V. 

Dear Mrs. V.: I suggest that your husband* s doctor convey to your 
husband a report by Stephen B. Hulley. M.D. and associates in The 
New England Journal of Medicine (6/1 9/SO) on the subject of trig- 
lycerides as a risk factor in coronary heart disease. 

’ They demonstrated that triglyceride levels were not an indepen- 
dent risk factor in healthy men between the ages of 41 and 61 . They 
suggested that widespread screening of healthy persons for increased 
levels of triglycerides was not essential, on the basis of present 
.evidence. 


Perhaps this will convince your husband that his abnormal fixation 
on his triglyceride level is not reason enough for repeated — and 
unnecessary - — visits to his doctor for blood checkups. (However, 
patients with diabetes or actual evidence of coronary disease should 
not dismiss triglyceride levels as unimportant factors.)

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Lately 1 have had an insatiable yearning for 
burnt food (toast, popcorn, etc.). Does this mean there is a vitamin 
deficiency in my diet? I am 49 and otherwise my physical condition is 
good.

Dear Mrs. J.: Whenever patients crave unusual foods such as ice. 
starch, dirt. etc. I suggest that they have a blood checkup to deter- 
mine whether or not they are anemic. In many such cases, they are. 

Treatment with iron often eliminates these peculiar appetites.

fed fine and have no complaints whatever. My wife suggests that I 
take medicine to raise my pressure.

Electrical painkiller replaces drugs

HOUSTON — Its proponents claim that 
the small electrical device zaps away pain. 
Many of the patients who used the transcon- 
taneous electrical nerve stimulator, or TENS 
for short, see it as a welcome alternative to 
pain killing drugs that can be habit forming or 
cause side effects. 

Featured on a recent segment of the 
•nationally syndicated U.S. television prog- 
ram “P.M. Magazine.” TENS represents the 
latest technology in using electricity to con- 
trol pain. 

Libby Bums, interviewed for the program 
in Nashville. Tennessee, where she works as a 
patient liaison at St. Thomas Hospital, said 
she owes her speedy recovery from an 
abdominal hysterectomy to the TENS unit. 

“It’s just a tingling, pulsating sensation." 
said Bums of the unit’s electrical current. "I 
wouldn't say it (the pain) went away, but it 
was milder, where you could tolerate it” 

Thomas Taylor, a patient at St. Thomas, 
said that he has had a pain-free and 
medication-free recovery from surgery to 
remove a ruptured disc, thanks to the TENS 
unit. 

Confined to the hospital numerous times 
before with back trouble. Taylor once used 
pain pills, but said he hopes he never has to 
again. “When you’re taking a lot of painkil- 
lers or drugs, you don't feel good.” he said.

A young woman who used the TENS unit 
when giving birth to her first child said doc- 
tors attached four electrodes to her back and

using the electrical unit than medication.

There are a variety of TENS units on the 
market, but most do just about the same thing 
and work nearly alike. The patient places a 
srnaii amount of electrode gel on the painful 
area of his body, then attaches electrodes to 
the area. The current transferred through the 
electrodes can be adjusted to fit the degree of 
pain. 

According to Dr. Ray Hester, the 
neurosurgeon who introduced the TENS unit 
in Nashville several years ago, TENS is a 
prescription device and each patient should 
be instructed individually to get the best 
results. 

“At least 90 percent of my immediate 
post-operative patients no longer have to 
take narcotics afterward,” Hester told the 
television reporter. “TENS relieves enough 
of their pain that they can ; get by with a 
Tylenol or aspirin or Darvon.” 

Hester did point out that the TENS unit is 
not a cure-all. "It doesn't cure all kinds of 
pain,” he said. “It works better for acute 
pain, like right after an operation than it does 
for chronic pain, like with arthritis or chronic 
back trouble. But even in those cases, it 
works sometimes.'' 

Is it a miracle painkiller, asked the repor- 
ter. 

"If you’re hurting and the pain stops, for 
you that s a micracle,” said Hester. "If you 
try it and the pain doesn't stop, then for you. 
itVabiinch of mumbo-jumbo."

U.S.rejects plan lor N-free zone 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP) — The 
Reagan administration said that an intema- 
nonal commission’s plan to make Central 
Europe a zone free of nuclear and chemical 
weapons does nothing to reduce the numbers 
or the weapons and might lead to a “false 
sense of security.” 

The 17-member commission, headed by 
former Swedish Prime Minister Olaf Palme, 
proposed Tuesday a package of arm control 
proposals beginning with removing chemical 
and nuclear weapons from Central Europe. 
They called the arsenals a likely "trip wire" 
for igniting a nuclear conflict. 

In a written statement, the State Depart- 
ment said Thursday that while it welcomed 


the commission’s efforts to advance the arms 
control process, the United States believes 
that arms control measures “must focus on 
the capabilities of weapons wherever they are 
located." 

“Proposals for geographical deployment 
restrictions do nothing to constrain these 
capabilities and thus do not get at the essence 
of the control problem, which is the actual 
reduction of the numbers of weapons 
deployed,” it said. 

The department said a central flaw in the 
proposals is the possibility that withdrawn 
weapons could easily be reintroduced in 
times of tension. “A nuclear-free zone could 
thus contribute to a false sense of security 


Offer one-sided , Pravda says 


MOSCOW. June 4 (R) — The Communist 
Party daily Pravda has accused the United 
States of planning to use forthcoming 
Strategic Arms Reduction Talks (START) to 
weaken Soviet bioc defenses. A hard-line 
Pravda editorial, published in advance by the 
official Tass news agency, said the United 
States seemed intent on persuading Moscow 
to “remove the shield that protects it and its 
friends." 

The newspaper said President Ronald 
Reagan's proposals for strategic arms reduc- 
tion, outlined in a speech in Illinois early last 
mouth, were one-sided and unacceptable. 

“The United States intends to get an 
agTeemcnt...which would bring it unilateral 
advantages and inflict considerable damage to 
the defense capability of the USSR and aQ 
countries of the Socialist community," 
Pravda said. Washington and Moscow 
announced Monday that they had agreed to 
begin Strategic Arms Reduction Talks in 
Geneva June 29. 

Reagan's Illinois speech suggested a one- 
third cut in strategic arsenals on each side and 
said no more than half their remaining war- 
beads should be based on land. The Soviet 
intercontinental ballistic arsenal has a far 
greater proportion of land-based missiles 
than the U.S. force and some Western obser- 
vers have suggested the plan would be too 
harsh for Moscow. 


Pravda said the proposal would mean a 
50-60 percent cut in Soviet long-range mis- 
sile warheads, while the United States would 
have to make only negligible reductions. It 
suggested the “structural imbalance” bet- 
ween the arsenals of the two sides could be 
the subject of loug and detailed discussion. 

The Pravda editorial, coming a week 
before Reagan is due to attend - a NATO 
summit in Bonn, repeated President Leonid 
Brezhnev's recent call for a freeze on 
strategic nuclear arms while the talks were in 
progress. Washington has rejected the prop- 
osal on the ground that it would formalize an 
existing Soviet superiority. 

In Vienna, a Warsaw Paci spokesman 
Thursday accused the West of taking troop 
reduction negotiations into deeper deadlock 
by refusing to discuss a draft agreement 
tabled by the Communist alliance in Febru- 
ary. 

At a press briefing after the 307th plenary 
session of the 19-nation talks in Vienna, now 
in their ninth year, spokesman Yuri Sbarkov 
said statements by NATO delegates put for- 
ward Western positions one-sidedly and took 
no account of the views of the other side. 
This uneonstruettve position showed that 
NATO lacked the political will or desire to 
begin to reduce military arsenals in Central 
Europe, Sharkov said. 


Ex-generals cry halt to arms making 


BUNN, West Germany. June 4 (AP) — A 
group of 13 former NATO generals Friday 
demanded an immediate moratorium on the 
deployment and production of nuclear 
weapons in East and West as a first step to 
disarmament talks. 

Members of the group, which includes 
former German Gen. Gcrt Bastian, a leading 
campaigner with the West German peace 
movement, retired Gen. Michael Harbottle 
of Britain and retired U.S. Adm. John Lee, 
presented their suggestions to reporters in 
Bonn. 


In a 20-page statement, the generals said 
“we have derided to devote our second 
careers to the struggle against the arms race, 
to disarmament and the peaceful settlement 
of international, disputes.” They had reached 
these conclusions after realizing the extent of 
the nuclear threat and noticing that “nuclear 
weapons are not 3 suitable means of realizing 
political aims.” they said. 

The generals thus demanded an immediate 
halt to all nuclear deployment and produc- 
tion as a step that would encourage disarma- 
ment. 


instead of leading the way toward meaningful 
reductions,” the department said.' 

“A nuclear ban limited to a narrow band of 
territory would be as difficult to verify as a 
reduction agreement that applied more 
broadly.” the department said. “It would not 
be a more easily verifiable first step." 

It said that for this and other reasons Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has proposed in 
intermediate-range and strategic arms reduc- 
tion talks, arms control measures “which are 
aimed from the beginning at militarily signif- 
icant reductions." 

The department said the commission's 
proposals on a chemical weapon-free zone in 
Europe “does cot provide much detail and is 
difficult to evaluate.” Hie broad outline of 
the proposal does appear to offer some of the 
“right elements" such as the declaration of 
existing stocks of chemical weapons, the ver- 
ification. destruction and monitoring for 
compliance, the department said. 

“However, it does not appear to call for a 
ban on possession and stockpiling," the 
department said, and thus “suffers from the 
same defect as the (proposed) nuclear-free 
zone." 

“Weapons stockpiled outside tbe zone 
could easily be reintroduced iuto the zone if 
political conditions changed," it said. “We 
emphasize again our belief that arms control 
must concentrate on limiting capabilities, not 
simply defining agreed deployment areas." 

The department said the commission 
offered nothing new on verification and 
monitoring, and added that it is on these two 
issues that previous efforts to control chemi- 
cal weapons have run into the most difficulty. 

“It is not apparent the verification and 
compliance would become easier problems 
by restricting the zone of applicability to a 
smaller area such as Central Europe," the 
department' 5 critique said. 

The department contended that tbe Soviet 
Union and some of its allies already bave 
violated existing agreements on chemical 
warfare. The critique said that such violations 
point out the need to address the problems of 
verifying that agreement are observed. 

“For these reasons we believe that the 
arms control effort should continue to focus 
on achieving a total chemical weapons ban,” 
the department said, adding that the United 
States is prepared to work toward that goal in 
the Geneva committee on disarmament. 

Members of the Palme commission 
included former Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Kremlin adviser and American 
expert, Georgi Arbatov. The commission cal- 
led for a foreign ministers' meeting by the end 
of the year. It said that once land forces are in 
check, the East and West should negotiate 
reduced nuclear arms levels that would make 
unnec essary the planned deployment of 
U.S. Pershing II missiles and other medium- 
range nuclear weapons.

Union leader ‘tortured 
to death’ in South Africa 


JOHANNESBURG, June 4 (Agencies) — 
White trade union leader Neil Aggett said in 
a statement hours before he died in police 
custody in February that he bad been 
assaulted and left bleeding by security police. 
South African newspapers reported here. 

The statement, reported to have been dic- 
tated to 1 policewoman on Feb. 4, said sec- 
urity police had slapped, pinched and kicked 
him and. given him electric shocks. It was 
published Thursday by both The Rand Daily 
Mail newspaper and the South African Press 
Association (SAFA). 

Tbe statement by Dr. Aggett, tbe first 
white to die in security police detention, is at 
the center of a legal dispute' between lawyers 
representing the law and order minister, 
Louis le Grange, andlawyers for Dr. Aggett' s 
family. 

The Pretoria ‘ Supreme Court, asked on 
Wednesday to rule on the admissibility of tbe 
statement as evidence in the inquest on Dr. 
Aggett, has reserved judgment. The inquest 
which has been adjourned three times, is due 
to be resumed next Monday. 

The statement said that on Jan. 4 this year 
Dr Aggett was interrogated by security 
police at Johannesburg's John Vorster 
Square security police headquarters. 

“J was interrogated by Lt. Whitehead and 
every time that he asked me a question and I 
denied it, he accused me of calling him a liar." 
the statement said. “Then this Schalk (a rail- 
way police security sergeant) would assault 
me... He ... assaulted me with his fists by 
bitting me on the side of my temple and chest 
He also kicked with his* knee on the side of my 


thigh." 

The statement also said Dr. Aggett was 
given electric shocks on the night of Jan.,29 
this year. “Lt. Whitehead blindfolded me 
with a towel. They made me sit down and 
handcuffed me behind my back,” it said. 

“I was sbocked through the handcuffs. I 
don't know what they used to shock. me. I was 
shocked a few times. 1 have a scratch on my 
left pulse (radial nerve) where I was injured 
whilst being handcuffed." 

Dr. Aggett said in his statement he had told 

a visiting magistrate, one Weasels, on Jan. 18 
that he had teen assaulted by security police. 
He also said be bad not been seen by a doctor. 

Meanwhile, South Africa has commuted 
death sentences on three blacks, convicted of 
high treason, to life imprisonment, a senior 
court official said Thursday. The three men, 
convicted for their part rn an attack on a rural 
police station, bad appeals, against sentenoe 
turned down by tbe appeal court earlier this 
year. 

The sheriff of Transvaal province said in a 
statement that state president Marais VHjoen 
had commuted their sentences to life impris- 
onment. No reason for the decision was 
given. 

. In another development, several soldiers 
are to face trial over alleged atrocities against 
tbe local population in northern Namibia, an 
armed forces spokesman said Jin Pretoria 1 Fri- 
day. Police m the South Africa-administered 
territory were investigating a shooting inci- 
dent, and a case of assault had been turned 
over to the public prosecutor, the spokesman 
said. 
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Namibia talks 
gaining ‘new 
momentum’ 

WASHINGTON, June 4 (R) — The U.S. 
State Department said Thursday a senes of 
meetings in Africa and Europe had provided 
new momentum in negotiations for the inde- 
pendence of Namibia (Southwest Africa). 

The protracted negotiations had been 
deadlocked over the rejection by the South- 
west Africa People's Organization 
(SWAPO) of a complex election formula 
providing for both direct balloting and prop- 
ortional representation. 

But a recent florty of talks with key parties 

in the dispute “have provided what we 
believe is important new momentun which 
we hope wflU carry the negotiations toward to 
an early and successful conclusion,” spokes- 
man Alan Romberg said. 

The renewed optimism emerged as Secret- 
ary of State Alexander Haig’s roving 'ambas- 
sador, Gen. Vernon Walters, carried out a 
series of talks with top officials of black Afri- 
can states. Officials said Walters' mission is 
taking him to Angola, whose aid to SWAPO 
guerrillas has made it tbe target of South 
African military incursions. 

The United States has linked a Namibian 
settlement with the withdrawal of thousands 
of Cuban troops supporting the Marxist 
Angolan government. Romberg declined to 
discuss Walters’ Angolan talks. 

Walters’ southern African mission also 
included fallen with Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyeiere, chairman of the black African 

“front-line states” backing SWAPO, and 
with top officials in Zambia. 

Earlier his week the assistant secretary of 
state, Chester Crocker, the departments's top 
expert on African affairs, and West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
met SWAPO leader Sam Nujoma in Bonn. 

Nujoma said afterward he had rejected 
new Western* ideas on elections put to him at 
the meeting. But he also said the five-nation 
contact group seeking a Namibia settlement 
would make combined proposals covering all 
issues instead of the phased talks they had 
previously conducted. 

New satellite launcher 
from space unveiled 

KENT, WashingtonJune*4 ( AP) — A new 
rocket motor that can be used to launch satel- 
lites carried into space by the space shuttle to 
higher orbits was unveiled Thursday by the 
Boeing Co. 

While the space shuttle can go no higher 
than 700 miles, the new vehicle, dubbed the 
Inertial Upper Stage, can boost satellites 
from the shuttle's orbit into the higher orbits 
needed for communications, or send scien- 
tific packages to the plants. 

The vehicle displayed Thursday at Boe- 
ing's Kent space center is scheduled to be 
launched in January from the space shuttle 
Challenger..

Mindanao provinces 
go to polls Monday

MANILA. June 4 (AFP) - The southern 
Philippines, scene of a 1 0-year-old Muslim 
movement, goes to the polls Monday to elect 
members nt two regional assemblies, with 
government hopes of patching up an age- 
old-friction between Muslims and Christians. 

About four million registered voters in 10 
Mindanao provinces will choose two 17 - 
member regional assemblies whose executive 
councils wore recently merged at the behest 
ol President Ferdinand Marcos. 

Marcos' hope i$ that the ballot will eventu- 
ally replace the bullet and bring an end to the 
war waged by the Morn National Liberation 
Front (MNLF) — which, along with a 
numbur of opposition panics, is expected to 
boycott the elections. The strike in the south- 
ern Philippines has claimed about 65.000 
lives, though it has been less in evidence in 
the last two years. 

Marcos contends that the MNLF has 
already lost whatever popular support it had 
in the* southern Philippines largely because he 
has poured substantial funds into rhe 1 0 Min- 
danao provinces to improve the lot of Filipino 
Muslims. 

The MNLF. at present shaken by leader- 
ship quarrels and dissensions, is nevertheless 
expected to boycott Monday’s elections, as it 
did the April 17. 1977. regional referendum 
that set up the 10-province “autonomous" 
system with two “autonomous regions." 

An "autonomous Muslim region’ 1 had 
been provided for by a Dec. 27. 1 976. Tripoli 
i accord signed by the MNLF and the Philip- 
pine government. Since then the two pro- 
tagonists have been at loggerheads. The 
JMNLF accused the government of betraying 
tae agreement while the government accused 
t% MNLF of bad faith in boycotting and 
naecting the results of the 1 977 referendum.

Volcano erupts 
in West Jay a 

/ JAKARTA. June 4 (AFP) — The 
/ Galunggung volcano in West Java, about 
I \ 50 kilometers west of here, erupted Fri- 
day for the second time in two days, emit- 
ting a hot. dark cloud and ashes which 
reached Jakarta.

Pcbbles-rained on parts of 
West Java's provincial capital. Bandung, 
forcing people to stay indoors, the agency

The MNLF had earlier sought an auton- 
omous legal and school system, its own sys- 
tem of taxation, its own Muslim army, and 
Muslim leadership of the 10 provinces.

At Versailles summit 


Reagan won’t impose 
policies on others 


PARIS, June 4 (AFP) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand and U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan expressed their conviction 
here that the major industrial countries can 
solve the international economic crisis, and 
that the* are going to work out such a solu- 
tion during the Versailles summit meeting of 
industrial nations that begins Friday, 

The two leaders, meeting for the second 
time during the day at a dinner hosted by 
Reagan, exchanged views on various issues. 

Reagan indicated that he would not be try- 
ing at the Versailles meeting — grouping the 
leaders of the United States. France, Japan, 
West Germany, Britain. Italy and Canada — 
to impose his" economic philosophy on his 
European partners. 

In his dinner, he told the Europeans: 
“Although policies that you have chosen to 
deal with economic problems are not the 
same as ours, we recognize that they are 
directed to a common goal of a peaceful and 
more prosperous world. 

He said that “we understand that other 


nations may pursue different steps toward 
our common goal but we can still come 
together and work together for it. At Versail- 
les, I believe we can and will do this ... we can, 
and will, resolve the problems confronting 
us." 

Reagan recalled that U.S. interest rates 
were tilling, and said *‘we believe that 
economic recovery is imminent” in the 
United States. 

President Mitterrand, after stressing links 
between France and the United States, stres- 
sed the coherence that the seven summit par- 
ticipants should show. 

He called on them to ‘-advance in the Tight 
direction: Solidarity, coherence: justice and 
peace. But one cannot guarantee peace if, 
inside, we fight other battles among ourse- 
lves.” 

He expressed confidence in the ability of 
the seven to solve the economic problems. 
■■ Methods may be different within each coun- 
try, but each must come together in the inter- 
est of joint actions.” 


EEC unfolds 
%184m plan 
tofighthunger 

BRUSSELS, June 4 (R) -- The Common 
Market launched a $184 million plan to com- 
bat world hunger by helping food production 
and safeguarding rural development in 
developing countries. 

The plan, put forward by the European 
Economic Community (EEC) Commission, 
would also give aid to some of the wori<Ts4.5 
million refugees. A commission spokesman 
sad the plan was not just to give monetary 
assistance but aimed at helping poor coun- 
tries develop rural areas and become self- 
sufficient in food. “This is not just a question 
of helping people to help themselves, but also 
of helping governments with price policies 
and crop projects," he told Reuters. 

“It is not just money that these people need 
but education," he added. The spokesman 
said the plan had still to be agreed by finance 
ministers and the European Parliament and 
would take effect from this September.

VATICAN CITY. June 4 (AP) — The 
Vatican lay employees' union has 
announced that it would stage an unpre- 
cedented strike June 14 to press its 
demands for higher wages and benefits.

BUCHAREST. June 4. (R) — The Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) has post- 
poned approval of new funds for Romania 
apparently because it wants more informa- 
tion on the true state of the economy. West- 
ern diplomats have said. 

The diplomats said the IMF board was due 
to have met last Friday to approve a recom- 
mendation from the fund's technical commit- 
tee to release over $300 million, the second- 
vear portion of a $ 1 .5 billion, three-year cre- 
dit to Romania. 

They said the board had postponed its 
meeting for two weeks. They believed_ it 
wanted more information from the secretive 
Romanians on the true state of the economy. 

New economic information has recently 
been received from Bucharest by Western 
creditor banks and is being studied. The IMF 
agreed to the credit last June and released 
some $400 million of it before halting pay- 
ments in November when it became apparent 
that Romania was unwilling or unable to 
carry out economic reforms required under 
the package. Romania owes Western banks 
and governments $10 to 12 billion. 

Diplomatic sources here said the IMF froze 
further funds to Romania mainly because 
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Bucharest was.. running down its foreign 
exchange reserves to pay off debts against the 
fund’s advice. 

The IMF was also reported to have 
demanded substantial changes in and more 
information About Romania's rigidly- 
centralized economy, which it apparently 
could not do. 

IMF approval of new funds appears to be 
the key to settling Romania’s debts on ail 
fronts — those with commercial banks, with 
governments and with Western firms, many 
of which have not been paid for over a year. 

In March, Romania told more than 200 
commercial banks it was halting repayments 
of over $3 billion in debt due in 1981 and 
1982, and requested that 80 percent of it be 
rescheduled over six and a half years. 

Banking sources in Frankfurt said that a 
group of nine banks leading negotiations with 
the Romanians, in consultation with the IMF. 
was studying a new Romanian package of 
economic information demanded by the 
banks as a condition for any rescheduling 
agreement.

WASHINGTON. June 4 (AP) — The 
International Finance Corporation (IFC), an 
affiliate of the World Bank, has announced 
that India's man-made fiber industry will be 
expanded with a $75.7 million project. 

The project by the Bombay Dyeing and 
Manufacturing Company Ltd. will produce 
60,000 metric tons a year of dimethyl tereph- 
thalate (DMT), the principal raw material for 
polyester fiber and yam production. The IFC 
said Bombay Dyeing is a leading Indian tex- 
tile-manufacturer and a major exporter of 
cotton textiles. 

Financing for the venture is being provided 
by Indian investors and by the IFC together 
with a participating institution, manufactur- 
ers Hanover Trust Company of the United 
States. IFC, which assists private enterprise 
ventures in developing countries, is lending 
$18.8 milli on for the project and manufac- 
turers Hanover is taking up part of this loan.

KUWAIT, June 4 (R) — The Kuwait stock 
market faces a hard task in maintaining hs> 
recent spectacular rises but most investors 
remain confident it is the best place for their 
money, market analysts said. 

They said the market's three-week down- 
ward drift has raised concern that some 
speculators may face liquidity crises toward 
the end of the year if the market does not pick

But they noted that the market, which is 
restricted to Kuwait's 600,000 nationals, has 
defied repeated predictions it will collapse as 
it did in 1977, when the government spent, 
150 million Kuwaiti dinars to support prices. 

Prices have fallen an average 5-5 percent 
since the latest boom ended abruptly at the 
beginning of May, though there are signs the 
market is starting to pick up. 

The all-share index, base 1976. prepared by 
Euro-Kuwaiti Investment Co. stood at 572.6 
at the end of last week's trading against a 
peak of 605 .7 on May 4. In May 1 981 it stood 
around 370. 

Turnover at the height of the April boom 
was about 40 mfflkm Kuwaiti dinars a day 


compared with a current daily average of 
about 3.5 million.

Economic policy eludes Egypt 


CAIRO. June 4 (AFP) — Eight months 
after President Hosni Mubarak came to 
power, Egypt is still looking for an economic 
policy able to meet the numerous challenges 
facing its 44 millio n inha bitants. 

Inheritor of a highly tense social situation, 
the new president indicated a desire to tackle 
the deep ailments sapping die Egyptian 
economy, following tbe assassination of Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat last Ocl 6. 

According to several senior figures, be was 
convinced that the assassination was at least 
partially due to economic policy that pushed 
many young Egyptians into extremism dis- 
gusted by soda! injustice, corruption and the 
difficulties of daily existence. 

To get a dearer picture. Mubarak set up an 
economic conference of 33 ministers, former 
ministers, and economists, to make recom- 
mendations to the executive. 

However, six months later, it has to be 
admitted that the Egyptians are still waiting 
for the change, though the conference issued 
its conclusions in mid-February. There are 
apparently fundamental differences about 
the remedies to be applied, between those 
favoring either continuity or reform. 

H flrni Mourad, the vice-president of the 
opposition Socialist Labor Party who was one 
of 33 persons at the conference, said: 
“Nothing has changed yet. because the same 
persons are in power.” 

President Mubarak, be added, was a new- 
comer to power and “surrounded by people 
who fear they stand to lose by change and are 
unwilling to alter their views.” 

The leftist opposition generally respects 
President Mubarak as a person, but sees him 


as an isolated man. Ismail Sabri Abdullah of 
the Progressive Rally Party, also at the con- 
ference, said: “The head of state is a true 
patriot, accustomed to working with a team. 
But, paradoxically, to make an impact he 
needs to destroy those who brought him to 
power." 

In reality the contmuity-versus-refonn 
controversy goes far beyond that of majority 
and opposition, and wi thin the ruling 
National Democrat Party it not unusual to 
find groups calling for in-depth reforms. 

Whichever camp they belong to, tbe dis- 
cussion centers on the validity or otherwise of 
the economic “opening” launched in 1974. 

Dr. Abdul Gelfl Emari. who chaired the 
economic conference and Dr. Ali Geraitly, 
an international expert, believe that all 
Egypt’s economic ills can be explained by “a 
30-year combination of factors from social- 
ism and capitalism.” 

They are surprised as the public sector has 
been obliged to freeze prices and wages, 
while the “infitah” has left the private sector 
“to behave as it likes” in these areas. 

Similarly they think it is imperative to end 
some of the subsidies and to increase wages. - 
The subsidies, they recall, have increased 
enormously in the last 20 years, to 2,000 
million pounds (about $2 biflion) in 1980. 

But the “infitah” has its defenders too. A 
former deputy premier and economy minis- 
ter, Dr. Abdul Aziz Hegazi, admits it has 
sometimes treated “a climate favorable to 
business manipulation,” but says it has furth- 
ered the competitive spirit, and should be 
continued in tLe interests of the economy. 


Venezuela cool to Argentine plea 


CARACAS, June 4 (R) — Venezuela has- 
no plans at present to deposit part of its over- 
seas dollar holding? in Argentina, although it 
has received a request to do so from that 
country, a central bank spokesman said. 

Venezuela's ambassador in Buenos Aires, 
Jorge Ager was reported last month to have 
said Venezuela would deposit $1 billion in 
the Argentine Banco de la Nacion as an act of 
solidarity during tbe Falklands crisis. 

Banking sources said the possibility of 
Venezuela depositing funds in Argentina had 
begun to affect its plans to raise a jumbo 
credit of$2.5 billion, which is now likely to be 
considerably reduced. 

European banks in particular were reluc- 
tant to lend, although there are legal 
restraints on the money being used for pur- 
poses other than refinancing Venezuela's 
short-term debt 

The sources said a planned meeting this 
week in Caracas between banks involved in 
the loan negotiations- and the Venezuelan 
authorities has been put off until next week. 
At the meeting the banks were to have prop- 
osed terms for tbe Eurocredit but not all have 
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yet confirmed the size of their commitments 
to the loan. 

Tbe banks now aim to put together a pack- 
age as near as possible to $2 billion, but tbe 
sources said Venezuela has been affected by 
its support for Argentina in the Falklands 
dispute. 

“There is no real problem with the big 
banks but we are having difficulty persuading 
some of the others, who are nowadays wary 
of lending anywhere in Latin America,” one 
source said. 

The central bank spokesman, asked to 
comment on reports that the terms of the 
credit are % percent over London Interbank 
Offered Rates. LIBOR, for a three-year 
tranche and 1 % percent for a seven-year 
part, said it was premature to do so before the 
proposals bad been presented. But he indi- 
cated they would be regarded as onerous by 
the Venezuelan authorities. 

Venezuela's support for Argentina has to 
date been more verbal than material, banking 
sources said. Argentina's request to be put on 
the approved list for Venezuelan deposits 
about a year ago. wen before the Falklands 
crisis occurred, and no derision had been 
takeiv&ey^tedkf:*-- • 

. During a^trade mission to Caracas' last 
month Banco de la Nacion officials repeated 
the request, but the list is reviewed only twice 
a year and the accounts of Argentine banks 
still need to be examined more carefully 
before taking any decision, the spokesman 
said. 

Venezuela has, however, offered to supply 
about one million barrels of oil between now 
and the year-end on concessionary terms, 
energy and mines ministry officials said. They 
said Venezuela is awaiting a visit by Aigen- 
tine oil officials to discuss final terms.

Britain’s oil 
output tops 
2m bpd mark 

LONDON, June 4 (R) — Britain’s rising 
North Sea oil output has topped two million 
barrels a day, placing the country firmly 
among the top seven in the current league of 
world producers. 

Only the Soviet Union, the United States, 
Saudi Arabia and Mexico are at present pro- 
ducing much more than Britain, tbe only big 
Western industrial nation that exports crude 
oQ. Co m munist China produces about as 
much as Britain. Official statistics just 
released show Britain averaged 2.07 million 
barrels daily in April, the first time it has 
topped two million barrels for a prolonged 
period. 

“This is a notable milestone,” Energy Sec- 
retary Nigel Lawson said Thursday night. 

Oil company executives noted that North 
Sea development has been surprisingly rapid 
for a harsh, offshore zone where rigs must be 
built to withstand 100-foot (30-meter) 
waves. The first North Sea ofl strike was 
made little more than a decade ago by British 
Petroleum in October 1970. The ofl has [' 
thrust Britain's balance of payments firmly 
into the black with a current account surplus 
last year running at around eight billion sterl- 
ing ($14.5 billion). 

Democrats act 
on budget Issue 

WASHINGTON, June 4 (R) The 
House of Representatives will be able to 
choose between President Ronald Reagan's 
budget and Democratic and Republican 
alternatives next week, speaker Thomas 
O’Neill said. 

He told reporters he and Democratic lead- 
ers decided the procedure in hope of speed- 
ing up the budget process. Last week, the 
house rejected seven proposed budgets. He 
said the Democratic leaders agreed to 
recommend against Reagan’s fiscal 1983 
budget request and offer two substitutes, one 
Democratic and one Republican. 

44 If neither the Republican nor the Demo- 
cratic substitute prevail, then the house 
would vote on the Reagan budget itself.” 
O'Neill said. 

He said Thursday tbe Democratic budget 
plan would probably- be more liberal than 
previous proposals. A vote on the budget is 
not expected before next Wednesday to give 
absent members time to return from the 
memorial day recess. 

French GDPdrops 

PARIS, June' 4 (R) — French gross domes- 
tic product fell a provisional 0.1 percent in 
first quarter 1 982 after a 03 percent rise in 
fourth quarter 1981, revised from a 1.4 per- 
cent rise* and compared with a 0.6 percent 
fall in first quarter 1981, the National Statis- 
tics Institute said. 

The fall in GDP resulted partly from a fall 
in exports since the end of 1981, the institute 
said. Exports fell 3.1 percent in the first quar- 
ter after a 2.1 percent fall in fourth .quarter 
1981.

Gold declines 

Dollar tastes mixed fortune 


LONDON, June 4 (AP) — The price of 
silver fell sharply Friday to below $6 an 
ounce in London, following a sell-off on the 
New York commodity exchange Thursday, 
to reach its lowest level since December 
1978. 

Gold prices also declined, while the U.S. 
dollar was mixed in mostly quiet trading as 
the seven-nation economic summit began at 
Versailles. 

Silver was quoted by London dealers 
Samuel Montagu and Co. at $5,915 a troy 
ounce, down 13 cents from Thursday’s late 
$6,045. 

Bullion prices have weakened steadily 
because of U.S. high interest rates, making 
dollar investments a better guaranteed 
return and increasing the costs of financing 
gold and silver purchases. 

London's five bullion dealers fixed a 
recommended gold price of $318 JO a troy 
ounce Friday morning, down from $320.12 
late Thursday. Dealers said trading was 
exceptionally quiet. 

In Zurich, gold was quoted at $3 1 8.50 an 
ounce, down from $31 9 .50. Earlier in Hong 
Kong, gold fell $2.19 to close at $320.80. In 


New York Thursday, gold declined $3 to 
finish at $316.50.

ICCO loan talks run into snags 


LONDON, June 4 (AP) — A mixture of 
governmental red tape and bureaucracy, 
leading to default on membership contribu- 
tion payments, robbed the producer nations 
and the executive committee of the Interna- 
tional Cocoa Organization of their necessary 
quorum. 

This forced delegates, meeting here to dis- 
cuss a $75 million loan offered to the ICCO's 
buffer stock by a consortium of Brazilian 
banks headed by the Banco de Brasil, to 
abandon their discussion in the ICCO's 
executive committee. 

The committee was called to examine and 
riisrncs the loan contract and pass on its 
recommendation to the ICCO council, 
scheduled for Friday. 

As delegates entered the debating 
chamber, they were faced by a document 
spelling out that only 336 votes, out of a 
possible 1 ,000 could "be cast on the produc- 
ers' side because the nations represented by 
rest of the votes had not paid up their con- 
tributions due Oct. 1 last year. The consumer 
vote, however, was up to the maximum 
1 ,000, ali consumer nations having paid up. 

The rules of the International Cocoa 
Agreement spell out clearly that no country 
may vote which has not paid up its contribu- 
tion within six months of the date on which it 
is due. The period of grace ended April 1. 

A loan recommendation needs two-thirds 
of the total producer and consumer votes, 
cast separately, to make the executive com- 
mittee's recommendation a valid one. 

Again, the council, which finally has to 
authorize acceptance of the loan, also must 
vote with a two-thirds majority on both pro- 
ducer and consumer side. 

Cameroon, with 230 votes, Papua-New 
Guinea, with two other smaller producers 
had paid their, contributions. But Brazil. 


Ghana and Nigeria, the three leading cocoa- 
producing nations in the current world cocoa 
pact who together represent the bulk of the 
666 votes, have neglected to do so. 

After a series of informal meetings, the 
defaulting producers rushed to get in touch 
with their governments and to get action. 
Back in the conference room. Thursday they 
pledged to have payments made in time to 
hold an executive committee meeting by 
Thursday afternoon. 

40 hurt as car 
workers clash 

PARIS, June 4 (AFP) — Some 7.000 
anti-strike car workers, led by managers of 
the French Talbot auto group, stormed work- 
shops occupied by sinkers near here, and 
early reports said 40 people were injured. 

Management of the Talbot auto works at 
Poissy.'rnorth west of Paris, said the workshops 
were occupied by about 200 strikers, but the 
two unions involved said the figure was closer 
to 2,000. 

Personnel director Daniel Eymery Haran- 
gued the non-strikers, declaring “you have 
legitimity on your side, you have strength. 
Those at Talbot want to live, and they shall 
live”. 

Eymery was seriously wounded in the eye 
and the head soon afterwards, and hospital- 
ized in Paris. 

Tbe non-strikers later attacked the work- 
shops, shouting “we want to work," and 
“hang tbe Communists.” Management later 
called on all staff to leave the area, but the 
strikers locked themselves j n a building and 
blocked the entrance with containers.

WASHINGTON (R) — Sales of new 
single-family homes fell 15.3 percent in 
April to a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
315,000, the lowest level since recordkeep- 
ing began in 1963, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said.

The 
reference index of 100 dates from 1970. 
The public's buying intentions index also 
rose during May from 70.3 to 74.3. The 
Conference Board said the figures indicated 
a possible business upturn in the third quar- 
ter of this year. 

BONN (R) — The value of new export 
orders guaranteed by the West Germany 
government rose 27.7 percent to 36.4 bil- 
lion marks in 1981 and total applications for 
guarantees rose 41.2 percent to 178.9 bil- 
lion marks, the economics ministry said. 
Claims on the state rose 11.6 percent to 
770.4 million marks and fees received by 
tbe government rose 17.9 percent to 559.1 
million marks. 

WASHINGTON (AFP) — The U.S.

up by 14.9 percent in May from the sales 
recorded in the same month last year, 
results issued Friday by the companies 
showed. GWs sales were up by 22 percent. 
Ford’s by 1.3 percent, and Chrysler’ s by 4.8 
percent.

BETHESDA, Maryland, June 4 — Gil 
Morgan and Gavin Levcnson both shot 
four-under-par 68* s Thursday to lead the 
field in the first round of the $400,000 
Kemper Open Golf at Congressional Coun- 
try Club.

BARCELONA, June 4 (AFP) — Diego 
Maradona, the young Argentine World Cup 
star who is generally regarded as the best 
player in the world, finally signed for Bar- 
celona, reputedly Europe’s richest football 
club, here Friday. 

The contract binds the 21 -year-old 
Maradona to the Catalan Club for six sea- 
sons, and his move from Argentine clubBoca 
Juniors is understood to be the costliest trans- 
fer in footballing history. 

Barcelona, and in particular their president 
Jose -Lluis Nunez, have claimed for some 
weeks that they were close to signing the man 
regarded as a new Pele. The signing of tbe 
contract was announced Friday afternoon by 
Barcelona officials, in the presence of 
Maradona and his agent Jorge Cesterpiler. 

It is understood that Barcelona will have 
had to pay somewhere in the region of 800 
million pesetas (about Seight million) to sec- 
ore the player's signature, but Maradona said 
Friday: "I don’t know if my transfer is the 
most expensive or the cheapest in history. I 
don’t want to talk about figures." 

Maradona has been in Spain since the 
weekend when he flew in with the Argentine 
World Chip squadv and' Irfrthe ieaHThofel 
near Alicante in south-eastern Spain this 
morning to travel here to sign the contract. 

No details of Maradona’s salary have been 
released, but at one stage in the prolonged 
negotiations, Nunez said he was prepared to 
offer the player a considerable share in his 
hotel construction business as an incentive to 
sign for Barcelona.

Mouton, the fast lady of rallying, won her 
third World Championship event here 
Thursday when she raced to victory in the 
Acropolis Rally in her factory Audi Quattro. 

At the finish of the four-day event, reck- 
oned to be one of the world’s toughest, 
Mouton was nearly 14 minutes ahead of her 
closest rival. West German Walter Rohrl in 
his Rothmans Opel Ascona 400. 

Although the Quattro proved victorious, 
the reliability story of the Rally was that of 
the Rothmans Opel team. All three of the 
factory-entered cars made h to Athens finish 
— Finn Henri Toivonen was third and Scot 
Jimmy McRae sixth. 

It was a personal victory for McRae, who 
was tackling bis first World Championship 
Rally outside Great Britain. Tbe fourth 
driver to arrive at the finish m the shadow of 
the Acropolis was Safari Rally winner 
Shekhar Mehta in his Daisun Violet. Greek 
George Moschous, in another Datsun 
Violet, finished fifth. 

Mehta, partnered by his wife Yvonne, 
scored ten valuable points in tbe World 


Championship drivers’ battle. Rohrl, who 
was world champion in 1980, is currently 
leading- with 72 points and Mouton was sec- 
ond with 52. 

Only 34 cars of the 1 36 who set off Monday 
from the foot of tbe Acropolis Hill completed 
the 2.534-kilometer (1. 575-mile) route, tbe 
Greek Auto Club said. 

Mod ton, who led tbe Rally from the first 
afternoon, roared over the final 400- 
kilometer (250 miles) stage though the Par- 
□on mountain range in southern Greece to 
reach tbe Galata ferry crossing ahead of West 
German driver Walter Rohrl and Finn Henri 
Toiveveo, both in Opel Asconas. 

The victory was a personal vindication for 
Mouton, who was disqualified from last 
year's Rally while lying second, after Rally 
officials ruled tbe Audi team had illegally 
opened special air vents to cool their engines 
on tbe hot dutsy drive through central 
Greece. 

The three Opel Ascona placings in the first 
six finishers put the Opel team further ahead 
in tbe Manufacturers’ Cup rankings, with 74 
points to 54 for Audi.
